Jacob Sharp’s Death—New York 
Republicans Organize—The

A TRAIN ON FIRE. 


A Thrilling Sizht on a Kentucky 
Railroad Grade. 

LovuIsvIBLE, April 5.— Four cars of 
blazing oil rashed down the grade of 
Muldraughs Hill at midnight last 
night at the rate of a mile a minute, 
aud a few startied inhabitants in that 
section looked out of their windows to 
see what they supposed was a comet 
flying down the railroad track. 

Freight train 17 on the Louisville 
and Nashville road reached Mul- 
draugbs tation about 11:30 o’clock. 
The last four cars were loaded with 
barreled oil. The conductor noticed 
a leak in one oi the barrels and got in’ 
the car to fix it. His lantern was ac- 
cidentally broken, and instantly there 
was an explosion. The conductor 
was blown through the window, and 
fell unconsvious and fataliy hurt ou 
the side of the track. Two men 
named Clark and Steele, who were 
helping him, jumped for their lives, 
but their clothes were saturated with 
the buruing oil and they were fear- 
fully scorched and will die. 

The trainmen, seeing they could do 
nothing toward stoppiog the fire and 
realizing the danger to the rest of the 
cars, saw no aliernative but to cut 
loose the burning cars, although the 
Louisville passenger was due in a lit- 
tle time. The men uvloosed the coup- 
ling and trusted to luck that the pas- 
senger migbt escape danger. 

The incline on which the freight was 
steaming up is four miles long and 
very steep, and the loosened cars shot 
backward with rapid and ever in- 
creasing speed. When they started 
on the wild run downward all four 
cars were enveloped solidly iu flames. 
The speed in which they made their 
decent caused the flames to stream 
high mud them like the tail ofa 
comet, and there were constant ex- 
plosions of barreis of gasoline, which 
sounded like intermittent thunder. 

The run down slope was madein 
lightning time. Fanned by the wind 
the fire made quick work of the cars, 
and when the bottom was ‘reached 
nothing was left of them but the 
blackened trucks and iron barrel 
hoops. 


Meavy Seal Catch, 

Sr. Joun, N. F., April 6.—Sealskins 
will probably be cheap next season, 
much cheaper than ever before, if the 
catch on the Newfoundland and La- 
brador coasts is any indication of 
abundance ofthe animal from which 
the fur is obtained. The sealing sea- 
son has been most successful and the 
catchers are in great glee over the 
fortunes they are making in the in- 
dustry. Everybody has gone to catch- 
ing seal. Women, old men, priests, 
boys and even the girls. Partridge 
Point has always been the objective 
point of many of the sealing parties, 
but pever in its history have so many 


seals been taken as this year. Thus 
far 43,000 seals have been knocked in 
the head. An east wind has been 
blowing incessantly for over six weeks, 
and ice fills all the bays on the coast. 
Sealing steamers, loaded until there 
wasn’troom aboard for another ani- 
mal, hovered about the edges of the 
ice of the coast for days, waiting an 
opportanity to land their cargoes and 
go off ago in for another. The ice be- 
ing pressed in u the land the seals 
were brought within feach of the peo- 
— on shore, and Notre Dame and 

hite Bays were filled with them. It 
is estimated the catch in these two 
bays alone was 100,000.. They were all 
taken bythe people on shore. Men, 
women and children swarm amoung 
the bummocks of the pack-ice along 
the shores, killing seals. Widow 
Walsh, a famous character in Notre 
Dame Bay, is reported to have killed 
and brought ashore thirty-eight seals 
in one day. The parish Priest, who 
tried his luck, capturéd, killed and 
brought ashore forty seals in the same 
time, and it is no uncommon thing to 
hear of children Who killed and 
dragged ashore from five to fifteen of 
the animals between sunrise and sun- 
set.

Now, the 
truth of the matter is this, in 1882 
Nye county was sv overstocked that 
there was not a thousand acres of 
good feed in the county and the 
stockmen had to make a big clean- 
ing up of their stock. There were 
driven out ofthe county that year 
and the year following between 
eight and nine thousand head of 
cattle. Now, since that time, es- 

sially io the last three years we 
5 had very favorable seasons fer 
feed, plenty of snow iu the winter 
and good rains in the spring and 
summer. Now, siace 1883 there 
have been no cattle driven out of 
the county to amount to anything, 
but the cattle that were left here 
have kept on increasing, and within 
the last two years there has been be- 
tween seven and eight thousand 
head of cattle driven in the county,to 
say nothiug of several thousand 
head of sheep. Now, with favora- 
ble seasons, the natural increase 
of these stock will be more than 
the ranges of Nye county can sup- 
port, and if we should have a dry 
year or two the stockmen of Nye 
county will be ruined. 

Nye county is not a county 
whem any large herds of stock can 
be raised, as the feed is very scat- 
tering and long stretches of country 
between the patches of feed that 
would take a thousand acres to fat- 
ten one cow. I don’t know where 
the editor of the Courier gets his iu- 
formation, for I am sure he don't 
get it from the stockmen, and as he 
hardly ever gets away from Bel- 
ment, I know that he don’t get it 
from personal observation. There 
is hardly a spring in the valleys of 
Nye county that is not appropri- 
ated, and no water courses that I 
know of but what are taken up. 

All 1 write this for is asa warn- 
ing to outside stockmen te come 
and look at our ranges before they 
come here wit stock, if they have 
such an idea from the items of the

"How He is Goasting Some of the 
Enemies of the Silver Interests. 
Senator Siewart’s silver rider to 
the Bond purchase bill has-placed a 
number of publie men on the grid- 
iron in Washington. When the 
Senate was called to order on Mon- 
day, saysthe Appeal, Jobn Sher- 
man of Ohio, was squirming in bis 
seat because he saw loomiig close 
at hand the shadow of aclub that 
woul 1 crush out his Presidential 


aspirations at a single swipe. 
Stewart has brought the silver issue 
equarely b:fore the country, and in 
such a shape that no man in the 
United Stated Senate can sbri 


the responsibility. 

A Washington dispatch thus 
describes the scene: John Sherman 
of Ohio fidgeted nervously about in 
his seat when the Senate was called 
to order to-day. A very serious 
look rested upon his countenance. 
He held frequent cousultations with 
Senators Edmunds and Hoar. It 
was very evident that something 
was weighing upon the Senator's 
mind which was causing him much 
uneasiness. 

Sherman had good cause to be 
uneasy, and even terrified. Loom- 
ing up 01 the calendar for early de- 
bate was Stewart's silver rider to 
the Bond Purehase bill, The de- 
bate upon its merits meant certain 
death to Sbermap's Presidential 
prospects in the loss of the support 
of the entire Pacific Coast and 
Colorado. 

He could not, on his gold record, 
vote for an amendment that would 
demonetize silver, et to vote 
against it meant a death- blow o 
his Presidential prospects, aud there 
was no way of avoiding the impend- 
ing disaster. 

Other senators in the Republican 
ranks whose glances turn longiugly 
toward the White House were in as 
unpleasant a frame of mind as 
Sherman. They saw the danger to 
their party and to themselves, avd 
felt the importance of shelving 
the obnoxious amendment if pos- 
sible. 

To the rear of the chamber sat 
the white haired representative of 
Nevada, observing his colleauges 
closely, and seemingly determined 
that no trick should snatch away 
the opportunity. 

stewart was flushed and evidently 
laboring under a great degree of 
excitement as the President of the 
Senate announced the unfinished 
‘business to be the silver amend- 
ment to the Bond bill. 

Sherman arose; he was plainly 
nervous and spoke in a husky voice 
and in a halting maoner. e be- 
gan to speak and asked that the 
amendment be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

Edmunds approached Stewart 
and held a hurried consultation. 
The white-headed Nevadan shook 
his head slowly and Edmunds re- 
tired. 

Stewart stood up listening to 
Sherman attentively, as in a long 
argument the latter asked that ihe 
Bond bill be allowed to go through 
without amendment. He claimed 
that Stewart’s proposition carried 
with it such tremendous changes in 
the financial policy of the country 
that the clo-est scrutiny and inves- 
tigation should be allowed. He 
thought it was not fair to the Sen- 
ate to saddle an amendment on a 
bill asked for by the Administra- 
tion to avoid possible financial dis- 
aster. He would like the Bond bill 
to be passed and Stewart's amend- 
mend embodied ivto a special bill. 

Stewart, realizing that Sher.nan’s 
motion to refer to the Fiuance 
Committee meant the burial of his 
amendment, secured the floor aud 
won a partial victory before the 
executive session was ordered. It 
Was an agreement on the part of 
the Democrats to allow the follow- 
oF amendment tacked on to the 

“That whenever the circulation, 
or any portion thereof, of any na- 
tional bank not in liquidation shall 
be su: rendered, and the same is not 
taken up by other nation i banks 
within thirty days, the Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized 
and directed to purchase, at the 
Mint price thereof, an equal 
amount of silver bullion, in excess 
of the minimum per month for 
coinage purposes, as provided in the 
Act approved February 28, 1878.“

ANOTHER BLAZE. 


Wallace & Beebe’s Store Utterly 
Demolished. 


About half-past 8 o’clock last 
night fire was discovered in the 
rear of Wallace & Beebe’s, just 
across Virginia street from the 
scene of Thursday night’s confla- 
gration. Ason the previous night 
water was scarce, and much valua- 


ble time was lost in getting up 
steam in tne engines. Notwith- 
standing the efforts of the firemen 
both Peck’s butcher shop and Wal- 
lace & Beebe’s store were entirely 
gutted. The contents of the two 
stores were saved, aithough Mr. 
Wallace's furniture and household 
effects (not insured) were destroyed. 
The origin of the fire is a wnys- 
tery. Some believe it was caused 
by cinders fro. the fire of the 
night before lodging on the roof and 
smoldering in theattic. Others in- 
sist that the fire was the work of an 
incendiary, as there were evidences 
that coal oil had been scattered 
about the premises. The building 
was owned by J. N. Wallace, of the 
firm of Wallace & Beebe, and was 
insured for $1,300. It was valued 
at $2,500. The goods in the store, 
all of which, however, were saved, 
were insured for $1,000. Peck’s 
market was insured for $250; loss 
nomiual. Mr. Wallace says his 
family was out wher the fire was 
discovered, and the stere was closed 
for the night, consequently its 
origin is as much of a mystery to 
him as to avy oue else. Hea 
proximates his loss at $4,000. 1 
is undecided as to whether he will 
resume the grocery busiuess.

Live Stock Miscellany. 


Texas cattlémen are preparing to 


run into the Cherokee country be- 
tween 300,000 and 400,000 head of 
cattle this season. 

The Colfax County Stockman 
says that cattle have wintered well 
in that county up to date and the 
worst is over. Grazing is good’ 
and sufficient to furnish food until 
the middle of April. 


The National Stockman is au- 
thority for the statement that it 
has been more than a quarter of 
a century since beef cattle have 
sold as low in this country as in 
the ayerage markets of 1887. 


The Live Stock Journal says that 
if Texas stockmen will agree that 
all cattle sold for northern ranges} 
are deliverable in Texas, there will 
not again be 70,000 cattle in sight 
and no buyers, as there was last 
year on the trail. 


The Texas cattle run will ulti- 
mately last all the year round, and 
when it does values will be better 
equalized during the year and the 
opportunity of the south will come 
in from January to April.[—Texas 
Live Stock Journal. 

El Independiente of Guaymas 
says there is an epidemic existing 
among cattle and horses in the 
District of Guaymas. In many 
cases the cattle die suddenly. The 
cause of the epidemic and name of 
the disease are unknown.

While the eutlook for live stock 
interests in Montana up to the 
present time has been encouraging 
to the fullest extent the continu- 
ance of cold weather, such as has 
been experienced the past week, 
will inevitably lead to considerable 
loss. It is to be hoped, however, 
that the dangers of winter are 
passed.—[Stock Growers’ Journal. 


Major Llewelyn of Las Cruces, 
N. M., was in Denver this week 
and said to a reporter that the 
New Mexico Stock growers are 
feeling somewhat better than can- 
didates for the poorhouse. The 
winter loss has been merely nomi- 
nal, scarcely enough to compute in 
figures. Young grass is creeping 
out in the southern part of the 
territory and the horizon has a 
roseate tinge forthe long suffering 
cattlemen. 


The Omaha World tells about a 
graphic description a young man 
of that city recently gave of his 
escape from an enraged bull.

The winter has been 
one of the best we ever had, the 
cattle are in fine condition, a good 
grass crop for the coming summer 
is assured, and prices are steadily 
going up. The cow people have 
held on with praiseworthy grit 
through a long period of depres- 
sion, and everybody will rejoice 
with them over the prospect of
